Notwithstanding the incidental mishaps and 
little inconveniences regarding the placing of the 
seats, ihe arrangement of numbers and the seat- 
ing of an audience which nearly filled the enor- 
mous space of the hallof the Chamber of Oom- 
meree the representation of Handel’s inspired 
work, “The Messiah,” under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Chora! Society, was fairly 
successful. It was quite late before the audience 
was seated and the opening strains of Thomas’ 
orchestra was heard inthe prelude to the tenor 
recitative, “Comfort ye my people.” 

The soprano. Mile. Boema, was in most essen 
tial respects a failure. it is an insuit to 
the intelligence of a musie-loving eommun- 
ity to assign so noble apart to an artiste so 
incapable, with the pretense that she is worthy of 
it. Mile. Boema’s intonation was false, her 
breathing painful, her perasiag execrabie, and 
her whole work lacking in requisite intelligence.

The Police Board remained iu session until 1:30

Several 
of the wituesses also said,when they were allowed 
to by the trio, that it would be a frigid day In Au- 
guet when they would believe Tobias, the report- 
er whoswore to the principal accusauon against 
the Ohief. Chief Campbell was then sworn, and 
began Ais testimony. He told the whole 
story of his conversation with Tobias, 
which was to the effect that Kerwin had charged 
Campbell with saying that the resiguations of al! 
the commissioners were held by outside parties. 
The Chet had never said this on his Own autbor- 
lity. After three hours of cross«xamipation by 
Dr. Lutz, Campbell was excused. Other witnesses 
were then put on the stand, and at 11:20 p. m. the 
testimony was finished. Tne room was then 
cleared and the Board went into executive session. 
At 12:30 a. m. the door was again opened and the 
crowd, including Campbell, led iu. The Mayor, 
addressing Campbell, said: 

“OnIEF—The Board bes found you guilty. On 
the first charge they find you guilty. On tbe first 
specification under the first charge they find you 
guiity. On the second specification under the first 
charge there was a tie vote. On the second 
charge they find you guilty. On the first specifi- 
cation under the second charge they find you not 
guilly. Ou the third charge they find you guilty,

Proceeding, the Mayor said: “As a punishment 
the Board has ordered that you be reduced to the 
rank of patrolman.” 

Chief Campbell asked that proceedings be sus- 
pended a moment till he could call in his counsel, 
we had an interest in this fading as well as bim- 
self. 

Messrs. Chandler and Joy were sent for, the 
Mayor read again the finGings as above, save tlint 
concerning the punishinent. He read the followiug 
resolution. which had been adopted: 

Resoived, That John W. Campbell. having been 
tried as provided by law, on charges preferred by 
Walter F. McEutire, and the Board hiving heard 
and weighed the evidence and found himto be 
suilly as Charged, it is ordered that he be reauced 
to the rank of patrolman. It is further resolved 
that Capt. Joseph Hercules be instructed to as- 
sume the duties of the Chief of Police temporari- 
ly, and Officer John W. Campbell ve instructed to 
turn over all property and records in his posses- 
sion to the sald Joseph Hercules.“

They sent runvers out in ail 
directions for re-enforcements, and rakin 
and peice iy J eve very soins that the tribe h 
that could be or gambled away, they 
lost it all. When they could borrow and beg 
no more they reluetantiy abandoned the 
game. Shoshones laden with their spolls 
are now on their way home, and the Piutes, 
always miserable creatures, are just now 
doubly se. Some of them have been in town 
to-day begging, and probably others will ap- 
pear soon. Chief Naches says they are des- 
titute of everything; that many of them are 
shivering with cold, and that nothing but 
their fear that the white men will laugh at 
them has kept them away as long as this.

I there- 
fore hoid nyself readiness to 
discharge all the duties pertaining to the 
office of Chief of Police and to obey all 
lawful orders received from you relative to my 
duties as said officer.

JohN W. CAMPBELL, 
“Chief of Ponce.“ 

After some further talk. CampbellSstarted up to 
the Four Courts, carrying the appended com- 
munication in his breast pocket. It was soon 
afterwards served upon the gentleman for whom 
it was intended. ‘

An Alleged Statement of the Real Truth

From the Chicago News. 


The following extract from a letter written 
by “a person on the inside” (sup by 
some to be the President of the Irish Re- 
public,” Mr. Alexander Sullivan) will be 
read with interest. In connection with the 
trial there are facts given which have not 
hei etofore been published: 

At last the truth may de told of the kill- 
ing of James Carey. It was not to be told 80 
long as a shadow of a chance remained to 
prevent the sacrifice of a patriet’s life for 
that of the infamous wretch whem he delib- 
erately swept off the earth, For Patrick 
O' Donnell did deliberately kill James Carey, 
and he deliverately kill him use he 
was James Carey. There was struggle, 
Carey made nodttack on O'Donnell. O — 
nell never set up the piea of self- defense. 
Had he been permitted to tell the truth the 
flimsy subterfuge of self-defense would 
never have detrac frem an act he consid- 
ered meritorieus in the sight of God and 
man. He knew the consequences of the act 
aud he would have manfulſy accepted them. 

Had Judge Denman permitted him to 
speak before pronouncing 1 he 
was bound the law to do, O’Donneil 
wouid then have toid the whole truth and 
vindicated himself. His savage denuncia-

He had au un- 
ascertained cunstitutional disease which at 
times deprived Lim of some mental facdities 
and all but paralyzed his will.

WASHINGTON, December 27.—There are few 
cities in the country where there is less apprecia- 
tion of art than in Washington, The local art- 
ists are jealous of each other and are anything 
but courteous to any outside artist who may at- 
tempt to come here. The Corcoran Art Galiery 
is itself presided over by an ancient ignoramus, 
who has hung upon the walls of the gallery itself 
the positiye proof of his utter ignorance of art, 
or comprehension of even the rudiments of pic- 
ture making. This proof lies in a supposed land- 
scape which bears the name of the curator of 
what should be a great art gallery. At present it 
is conducted as a sixpenny show, and artists 
are utterly discouraged from going near 
the gailery on account of the petty rules 
and the thoroughly wretched and miserable 
management of this richly endowed institution. 
One of the absurd rules of this piace is that no 
artist shall exhibit over three pictures ata time 
in the gallery. The result of this is to exclude 
almost all foreign artists who come here with a 
collection of paintings. 

There are in ihe city at the present time two 
notable water colorists, Walter Parris and Me- 
Grath. These artists have a wonderful collec- 
tion of studies made last summer throughout 
England and Iretand. They represent a grade of 
work very uncommon in this 1 1 It the 
Corcoran gallery were anything that its name 
implies it would have ignored any stupid rule and 
given these pictures exhibition room. 

The art club nere has aiso through indirect 
ways refused these foreign artists exhibition 
space, 

THE SOCIETY PEOPLE 
apparently regard these foreign visitors as show- 
men. The other day one of the leading photocra- 
phers here called upon Mr. Parris and said: Will 
you send some of your pictures up to Mrs. 
Biank’s, avery influential society lady here? 
dhe is going to give a dinner party, where there 
will be a number of distinguished guests, and she 


would take it as a great tavor if you would send 
up some of your pictures.”’ The artists were also 
given to understand that the people were so ap- 
Preemttve that probably a number of their pict- 
ures would be sold. Mr. Parris put up a number 
of his pictures in a portfolio, with a half-dozen 
belonging to his associate.

ROSA BONHEUR. 

Rosa Bonheur’s legion of friends and ad- 
mirers must be prepared for the worst in re- 
spect to that great artiste. She has obtained 
momentary relief from her internal cancer— 
the malady that carried off her mother when 
Rosa was only 4 years old. The artist is now 
in her 62d year, and still assists, when 
heaith permits, to give her services as she 
has done for years, gratuitously, to the 
School of Design for Girls. But itis her 
sister that practically conducts that school 
now. Mile. Rosalie Bonheur, whom her 
schoolmates bapti-ed Rosa, for short, is 
rich, as she could always name her own price 
for her paintings, and the purchasers, al- 
most wholly English and American, bespeak 
them years in advance as they did Deia- 
roche’s. Her life was a hard struggie in its 

outh. Auative of Bordeaux, she came to 
aris with her father When 9 years of age, 
but he had to send her and ber two brothers 
and sister toa boarding school in order to 
be free to gain a livelihood as an artist de- 


signer.

THE MORMON PROBLEM. 


Senator Edmunds on Polygamy—Ob- 
jections to a Commission. 
From an Article in the Independent. , 

The error into which a great many of the 
good people of this country have fallen on 
the subject is, I think, in their expecting the 
extirpation of polygamous marriage, as if by 
a miracle, as the consequence of auy legisla- 
tion or other thing, which law-makers can 
devise. It seems to me to be one of those 
evils that are to be overcome by processes 
apparentiy slow and by means that will 
gather into the opposition to it all that por- 
tion of the Mormon peopie—and it is consid- 
erable—who do not believe iu the plural mar- 
riage business. I have good reason to be- 
lieve that since the passage of the last act 
polygamous marriages have almost entirely 
ceased there, and that, with firm and capable 
administration of the law, thev will not be 
revived. The difficulty with the proposition 
to put the government of the Lerritory into 
the hands of a commission is: 

First—That I believe it to be entirely un- 
constitutional, if the commission is to be 
given any law-making power; and 1 fear 

Second—Quite impracticabie unless a local 
law-making power shall be lodged some- 
where. 

Third—Itis revolutionary, and deprives 
the innocent as well as the guilty of all 
voice in public affairs. Nothing but the 
direst need could justify such a step. 

Fourth—It is quite clearto my mind that 
the suppression of polygamy will be just as 
far off with the government of the Territory 
in the hands of a commission as it is now, if 
not further, for it will solidify and intensify 
a class feeling of the Mormons, and tend to 
draw. to the support of the hierarchy and 
eg the whole body of the Mormon 

ople. 

The bill that I have introduced is supple- 
mentary to the act already passed, and it 
was stated when we reported the other act 
that we expected to supplementit by other 
provisions. These provisions are directed 
to enforcing publicity to every species of 
marriage ceremony, legal and illegal, by the 
facilitation of the administration of justice 
by the summary production of books, papers, 
records, witnesses, etc,, and to aiding the 
people of the Territory to get its political 
power outof the hands of the hierarchy by 
suspending woman suffrage there. Woman 
sutirage is one of the strongest props that 
the polygamous Mormons have for control- 
ling elections. It was a measure designed 
for that purpose, although it was approved 
by the Gentile Governor. On the whole 1 
have the best reasons for believing that, if 
we go calmly and steadily forward, preserv- 
ing our self-possessioa, we shail eradicate 
the evil of polygamy in that Territory. 


A Queer Old English Custom. 
From the London Standard, Deo. 6. 


The Livery Cloth Committee of the Court 
of Aldermen met at Guildhali on Tuesday to 
inspect and select the s -calied “livery 
cloth,” annually sent, in accordance with an 
ancient and absurd custom, to the high offi- 
cers of State and other functionaries. 
In the early periods of history the retain- 
ers of great lords wearing their liveries were 
so numerous as to be dangerous both to the 
King and the laws, The disorders arising 
from them required all the vigor of the Leg- 
islature to restrain, and many statutes were 
passed between 1377 and 1504 for that pur- 
pose, an exception being introduced in the 
prohibition in favor of guilds and fraterni- 
ties, and men of the mysteries of cities and 
boroughs. ‘That, probably, gave rise to the 
“Liverymen” of the various companies, etc., 
supposed to be the origin of the gift of livery 
cloth. 
However that may be, the practice is to 
send annually 4% yards of the best black 
cloth to each of the following officers: The 
Lord Chancellor, the Lord Chief Justice, 
the Master of the Rolls, the Lord Chamber- 
lain. the Vice-Chamberiain, the Lord Stew- 
ard, the Treasurer and Comptroller of the
